Since then, the Farm has 
been sold to Merrimack College; 
but the Realty firm has retained a 
portion of its original holdings in 
the section. 

The West Andover property was 
more recently acquired from Mrs. 
Ray Youmans, 
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Also in West Andover, the | 
Planning Board has under donee | 
deration a plan calling for develop- 
ment of the Wild Rose Farm with 
some 145 house lots. Presented by 
Harry Axelrod, the plan actually 
shows about 168 lots, but some 
are frontage lots on accepted 
streets that do not come under 
Planning Board control. 

The plan is currently being 
stadied by the Planning Board, 
Board of Public Works and Board 
of Health. 

College Needs Water 

In the Elm st. area, which will 
be discussed with Judge Sartorelli 
next Tuesday night, the town has 
also received a request from 
Merrimack College to provide 
water at a peak rate of 160 gal- 
lons per minute for the new student 
union building. 


Water flow studies are being 
made by Camp, Dresser and Mc- 
Kee, based on the potential of the 
system when the current water 
main construction on Woodland rd. 
is finished. When the new main 
is part of the system, it is ex- 
pected that part of Elm st. will go 
over to the high pressure system, 
enabling some homes in areas 
such as Johnson Acres to receive 
better water service. 

In the past, it has been ex- 
plained that 150 gallons a minute 
could be taken from one hydrant 
on the line, but the next one would 
furnish absolutely none. ‘Thus, 
with a peak capacity of 150 gal- 
lons a minute, from which house 
services and fire protection must 
be furnished, it had been antici- 
pares that little extra water could 
ye furnished the College, or the 
proposed home development in the 
area. 

With the new main and a change 


to the high pressure’ system, 
Water Supt. Donald Bassett has 
explained that new studies are 


needed. It is possible, he said, 
that better service can be pro- 
vided to the College and that 
homes already in the area will get 
more water, at a better pressure.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
A Sad State Of Events 


The first, not-so-faint indications were heard this week 
that the state had decided to shrug off its responsibilities 
on Shawsheen rd, 

Water Supt. Donald Bassett reported to the Board of 
Public Works Monday night that a request for a water 
service, referred to the state, had been dumped back in 
the town’s lap. Ordinarily, until such time as the state 
has decided it is finished with a Chapter 90 construction 
project, the town would have no authority to grant a water 


service which involved tearing up the road, 

By implication, when a state Public Works Department 
official tells the town that the state has no control over 
‘allowing the street to be torn up, he is saying that the

state no longer feels responsible for the road. : 


Board members were quick to see this implied abandon- 
ment by state and it is not entirely unexpected. Only last 
week, in a news Story in this newspaper, the Board was 
described as worried about the possibility that the state 
might get out from under by simply turning the road back 
to the town. This could well leave the town with several 
thousand dollars worth of work to do, plus possibly fixing 
the sunken section, which might run into many thousands. 

It seems almost unbelievable that the state would 
abandon its responsibilities — particularly when BPW 
members have often pointed out that poor state engineer- 
ing was responsible for most of the problems there. 

However, it appears that there is no recourse to law if 
the state decides to slide out from under. In no way has 
the town had anything to do with the planning, construc- 


tion or engineering. The town doesn’t, we are told, even JOHN C. GOLDTHWAITE JON B. HIGGINS DUDLEY P. JOHNSON 


have the right to refuse to accept the street — the state 
can simply accept it from the contractor and turn it back 
to the town, with or without prior approval from the Board 
of Public Works. 

It looks as though the town may be stuck with a fairly 
expensive job — for which there is no provision in the 
annual budget. If this happens, the blame should be 


-~ 
placed squarely on the state Department of Public Works. om 
And residents of the community might even be well ad- 
vised to consider whether a bungled job, followed by an — 


unwillingness to assume responsibility for it, would have 
happened under a different state administration. 


Safety Precautions Needed id 


The state, or its contractors working on new Route 28, 
should take safety precautions now to avoid accidents on 
paved sections of the highway. 

It’s become common knowledge that some portions of 
the major thru-way have been black-topped. And some 
drivers are beginning to make use of those strips as a

testing ground, to find out how fast their cars will go. 

This might be shrugged off as unimportant — but should 
there be any widespread use of the finished sections for 
these purposes, there almost certainly will be an accident 
of severe nature. Then the subject won’t be so unimport- 
ant. 

It would make sense for those in charge of this project 
to find a way of keeping vehicles off the road at night, 
until such time as it is opened for public use.
